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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

L Claims 1-62 and 80-1 10, drawn to fuel cartridge connectable to fuel cells, 

classified in class 220/586 or 215/3 or 429/34. 
11. Claims 63-79, drawn to relief valves, classified in class 251, subclass 366. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the invention of Group I does not require the specific reUef valves for 
transporting or venting fluid therefrom, for instance, the combination of Group I (i.e. the fuel 
cartridge) {as disclosed in the Background of the Invention) can use a refiUable balloon or 
agents/additives for neutralizing fuel or any other pressure adjusting mechanism for maintaining 
a constant pressure. The subcombination has separate utility such as providing suitable fluid 
communication or transport. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Further to the above requirement, election of species is also necessary. Thus, appUcant 
must elect one (1) of the above groups and one (1) of the species below, 

6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species 1: the embodiment of Figure 1;

Note: Additionally, if applicant believes this election of species does not appropriately 
separate or restrict the claimed subject matter, applicant is kindly and voluntarily requested to 
provide a reasonable identification of specific patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention for examination purposes. It is advised that if applicant voluntarily decides to provide 
such identification of species (groups and claims), such species groups or claims (as identified 
by the applicant) will be carefully reviewed by the examiner so as to determine if they all 
represent a proper and fair identification and grouping of species and their associated listing of 
all claims readable thereon. 
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The species are independent or distinct because they are directed to mutually exclusive 
embodiments not overlapping in scope.

In 
either instance, if the exammer finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
8. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in comphance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).
